That the crow's character is not so 


black as it is usually paiiited is dN- 
clo'-ed by investigations made by the 
bureau of biological survey of 
the 


United States Department <>f Agricul- 
ture. In fact, the department's "bird- 
men" say that much c.f the work the 
crow does is of direct assistance to tha 
fanner, for "Mister Crow" wages war- 
fare all summer long on insect pests. 
In fact, Insects supply about one-fifth 
of his food, and those which he pre- 
fers In his diet r.re the worst insect 
pests the farmer has fo contend \\ith 
—grasshoppers, cotr-rpillnrs and white 
grubs and their parents. May beetles. 


On the other hand, the crow raids 


the cornfield and the poultry yard, and 
kills small wild birds and destroys 
their nests. 
From the evidence at 


hand the crow's merits and shortcom- 
ings appear about equally divided. 
While it would not be well to give it 
absolute protection and thus afford the 
farmer no recourse when the bird Is 
doing damage, the bureau of biological 
survey believes that to adopt the poli- 
cy of killing every crow that comes 
•within gunshot would be equally un-

Be Careful With Gruel.

To keep the birds from nesiing In 
the gutters or leaves from blowing 
in, a strip of No. 4 or No. G galvan­ 
ized wire cloth or netting should be 
crimped on top of the eaves gutter 
or held In place by wire passed around 
at intervals of every two or tbreji feet. 
The number of the wire cloth indi­ 
cates the number of meshes to the 
Inch, the finer being more suitable for 
the purpose. 
Hie covering will not 
interfere with a free passage of wa­ 
ter, but will effectively exclude trash. 
Such a covering would be more effec­ 
tive If soldered in place before the 
gutter is put up.

That the crow’s character Is not so 
black as it is usually painted is dis­ 
closed by investigations made by the 
bureau of biological survey of the 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. In fact, the department’s “bird- 
rnen” sny that much of the work tho 
crow does is of direct assistance to the 
farmer, for “Mister Crow” wages war­ 
fare all summer long on insect pests. 
In fact, Insects supply about one-fifth 
of his food, and those which he pre­ 
fers in* his diet are the worst insect 
pests the farmer has to contend with 
—grasshoppers, caterpillars, and white 
grubs and their parents, May beetles. 


On tho other hand, the crow raids 
the cornfield and the poultry yard, and 
kills small wild birds and destroys 
their nests. 
From the evidence at 
hand the crow’s merits and shortcom­ 
ings appear about equally divided. 
While it would not be well to give it 
absolute protection and thus afford I ho 
fanner no recourse when the bird is 
doing damage, the bureau of biological 
survey believes that to adopt the poli­ 
cy of killing every crow that comes 
\vlthin gunshot would be equally un­ 
wise.

Origin of Quaint Traditions 


of the Yuletide

WILL HE COME IN? 


HE holiday season recalls 


quaint ideas and Christmas 
fancies of old. even back 
to the ancient days of the 
Druids—a time when the 
mibtletoe sprig, as a po- 
tent mascot, was presented 
as an omen of good for- 
tune, 
as 
a 
symbol of 


health, wealth and prosperity, and in 
those days long ago the. house that 
sported a branch of mistletoe at 
Christmas would never be unlucky. 


It is from the Druids that the cus- 


tom o* decorating our churches and 
homes with evergreens comes, for they 
believed that all the sylvan sprites 
flocked 
together 
on 
the.se 
t>oughs, 


there to remain until the warm weath- 
er came. 
In midwinter the Druids 


sent around spngb of ivy and mistle- 
toe to remind the people to decorate 
their dwellings with evergreens, in 
order to propitiate the sylvan sprites 
and secure protection from frosts and 
wintry blasts. Holly berries long have 
been considered as giving wonderful 
power when worn in the shape of a 
wreath, which must be made and worn 
in imitation of a sacred 
crown of 


thorns and of berries, and the wearer 
of this crown must go nlone at mid- 
night on Christmas and sit in the 
dark, and. in accordance with that 
ancient 
tradition, 
when 
worn 
on 


Christmas eve the holly wreath will 
evoke visions of spirit forms coming 
ic the air to sing tl-eir Noel songs, and 
all the beasts will be seen to kneel 
down in worship. 


The Yule cake and Yule log, too, 


have their important part in this an- 
cient Snxon tradition for the Christ- 
inas festival season. The cake had the 
same powers as the bride cake has on 
Christmas night. The Yule log was 
used to light the Christmas fire the 
next year because it preserved the 
house from fire during the year and 
subdued 
the spirit 
of the flames. 


Its powers were bestowed in the days 
of the Druitls. when the belting fires 
were lighted and the brands secured 
from the fire to light the fire the next 
year. The ancient Saxons burned the 
Yule log as a symbol of the turning of 
the sun toward spring. 


Even 
the 
moon 
contributed Its 


share to Christmas superstitions, for, 
as the legend runs, if Christmas comes 
during the waning of the moon we 
shall have a very good year, and the 
nearer to the full moon the better. 


Holland, perhaps, has the prettiest 


custom of all nations for the Christ- 
mas festival. On the night before 
Christmas in commemoration of the 
star of the eas.. .»e young men of 
their 
towns 
assemble 
and 
carry 


through the dark streets a large, 
bright star; all the people go out to 
greet and give to the bearers of this 
"star of Bethlehem," as It Is called, 
alms for the poor. 


Seven days before their New Year, 


the Chinese worship the Kitchen God 
by preparing dishes of candy and vari- 
ous sweets with which they smear his 
mouth. Later they burn him amid the 
bring off of crackers, the deity being 
sent up in a chariot of smoke and fire 
to a conference with the king of the 
celestial regions. The idea of smear- 
ing his mouth with sweets Is that he 
may 
not say anything but honey- 


ed words, or that his lips may stick 
together and so prevent his talking 
too ranch. 


The Kitchen God. according to story, 


had been ill treated by his brother and 
sister-in-law, who were very rich and 
had many servants, but allowed their 
brother to work with the servants and 
have dinner with them. Their cruelty 
developed day after day. until at last 
they treated him heavenly by seating 
him In a sedan chair made of paper. 


The creat'on of giving gifts at 


Christmas came, not from presents of 
gold and silver given to the Christ 
child as many believe, but from an 
old custom of priests putting on board 
of all outgoing ships a box of alms 
This box was opened at Chrlstmne 
time and masses said for the givers 
of the alms; sod was called "Christ 
mass" box. and from this has come 
our custom of Christmas boxes aad 
gift givlaf.

Origin of Quaint Traditions I; 


of the Yuletide 
\\ 
<! 


HE holiday season recalls 
quaint ideas and Christmas 
fancies of old, even back 
to the ancient days of the 
Druids—a time when the 
mistletoe sprig, as a po­ 
tent mascot, was presented 
as an omen of good for­ 
tune, 
as 
a 
symbol 
of 
health, wealth and prosperity, and in 
those days long ago the* house that 
sported a 
branch 
of mistletoe at 
Christmas would never be unlucky. 


It Is from the Druids that the cus­ 
tom of decorating our churches and 
homes with evergreens comes, for they 
believed that all the sylvan sprites 
flocked 
together 
on 
these boughs, 
there to remain until the warm weath­ 
er came. 
In midwinter the Druids 
sent around sprigs of ivy and mistle­ 
toe to remind the people to decorate 
their dwellings with 
evergreens, in 
order to propitiate the sylvan sprites 
and secure protection from frosts and 
wintry blasts. Holly berries long have 
been considered as giving wonderful 
power when worn in the shape of a 
wreath, which must be made and worn 
in imitation of a sacred 
crown 
of 
thorns and of berries, and the wearer 
of this crown must go alone at mid­ 
night on Christmas and sit in the 
dark, and, in accordance with that 
ancient 
tradition, 
when 
worn 
on 
Christmas eve the holly wreath will 
evoke visions of spirit forms coming 
in the air to sing their Noel songs, and 
all the beasts will be seen to kneel 
down in worship. 


The Yule cake and Yule log, too, 
have their Important part in this an­ 
cient Saxon tradition for the Christ­ 
mas festival season. The cake had the 
same powers as the bride cake has on 
Christmas night. The Yule log was 
used to light the Christmas fire the 
next year because it preserved the 
house from fire during the year and 
subdued 
the spirit 
of the 
flames. 
Its powers were bestowed in the days 
of the Druids, when the belting flres 
were lighted and the brands secured 
from the fire to light the fire the next 
year. The ancient Saxons burned the 
Yule log as a symbol of the turning of 
the sun toward spring. 


Even 
the 
moon 
contributed 
Its 
share to Christmas superstitions, for, 
as the legend runs, if Christmas come3 
during the waning of the moon we 
shall have a very good year, and the 
nearer to the full moon the better. 


Holland, perhaps, has the prettiest 
custom of all nations for the Christ­ 
mas festival. 
On the night before 
Christmas In commemoration of the 
star of the easl. che young men of 
their 
towns 
assemble 
and 
carry 
through 
the dark 
streets a large, 
bright star; all the people* go out to 
greet and give to the bearers of this 
“star of Bethlehem,” as it is called, 
alms for the poor. 


Seven days before their New Year, 
the Chinese worship the Kitchen God 
by preparing dishes of candy and vari­ 
ous sweets with which they smear his 
raoutji. Later they burn him amid the 
firing off of crackers, the deity being 
sent up in a chariot of smoke and fire 
to a conference with the king of the 
celestial regions. The idea of smear­ 
ing his mouth with sweets is that he 
may not say anything but 
honey­ 
ed words, or that his lips may stick 
together and so prevent hit? talking 
too much. 


The Kitchen God, according to story, 
had been ill treated by his brother and 
sister-in-law, who were very rich and 
had many servants, but allowed their 
. brother to work with the servants and 
have dinner with them. Their cruelty 
developed day after day, until at last 
they treated him heavenly by seating 
him in a sedan chair made of paper. 
The creation 
of giving gifts at 
Christmas came, not from presents of 
gold and silver given to the Christ 
child, as many believe, but from an 
old custom of priests putting on board 
of all outgoing ships a box of al ns 
This box was opened at Chrirnnas 
time and masses said for the givers,

It is economy to keep calf In such 
condition that it will gain one to ono 
and one-half pounds daily, rather than 
to allow it to become at all stunted. 
As ricli milk, testing four to iive per 
/ent, is not readily digested by youug 
calves and often causes scouring, It Is 
'»est to feed them three to three and 
(me-half per cent milk, 
A strong calf 
ut this time of the year can be given 
ono pound of milk for every eight 
pounds of Its live weight. 


Be Careful With Gruel. 


Most dairymen get their calves grad- 
ually to eating some kind of calf meal 
fed In the form of a gruel, hut many 
make the mistake of feeding too largo 
n qauntlty of this gruel, thinking that 
It is not as wholesome as milk, and 
that they must, therefore, feed more of 
It to make up for the food value of 
the milk. 
This causes indigestion, ond 
tho calvcs become pot-bellied.

Jn fact, the department's "bird- 
men" sny that much of the work tho 
crow does is of direct assistance to tho 
farmer, for "Mister Crow" wages war- 
fare all summer long on insect pests. 
In fact, insects supply about one-fifth 
of his food, and those which he pre- 
fers in his diet are tlio worst Insect 
pests the farmer has to contend with 
—grasshoppers, caterpillars, and white 
grubs and their parents.

Origin of Quaint Traditions 


of the Yuletide 
< 


I 


HE 
holiday 
season 
recalls 
quaint Ideas and Christmas 
fancies of old, even back 
to the ancient days of the 
Druids—a time when the 
mistletoe sprig, as a po- 
tent mascot, was presented 
as an omen pf good for- 
tune, 
as 
a 
symbol 
of 
health, wealth arid prosperity, and In 
those days long ago the, house that 
sported 
a 
branch 
of 
mistletoe 
at 
Christmas would never be unlucky. 


It is from the Druids that the cus- 
tom of decorating our churches and 
homes with evergreens comes, for they 
believed 
that all the sylvan 
sprites 
flocked 
together 
on 
these 
boughs, 
there to remain until the warm weath- 
er came. 
In midwinter 
the 
Druids 
sent around sprigs of Ivy and mistle- 
toe to remind the people to decorate 
their dwellings with 
evergreens, 
in 
order to propitiate the sylvan sprites 
and secure protection from frosts and 
wintry blasts. Holly berries long have 
been considered as giving wonderful 
power when worn in the shape of a 
wreath, which must be made and worn 
In imitation of a sacred 
crown 
of 
thorns and of berries, and the wearer 
of this crown must go alone at mid- 
night on Christmas and sit in 
the 
dark, and. In accordance with 
that 
ancient 
tradition, 
when 
worn 
on 
Christmas eve the holly wreath wlH 
evoke visions of spirit forms coming 
in the air to sing their Noel songs, and 
all the beasts will be seen to kneel 
do\vn in worship. 


The Yule cake and Yule log, too, 
have their important part in this an- 
cient Saxon tradition for the Christ- 
mas festival season. The cake had the 
same powers as the bride cake has on 
Christmas night. 
The Yule log was 
used to light the Christmas fire the 
next year because it preserved 
the 
house from fire during the year and 
subdued 
the 
spirit 
of 
the 
flames. 
Its powers were bestowed in the days 
of the Druids, when the belting Gres 
were lighted and the brands secured 
from the fire to light the fire the next 
year. The ancient Saxons burned the 
Yule log as a symbol of the turning of 
the sun toward spring. 


Even 
the 
moon 
contributed 
tts 
share to Christmas superstitions, for, 
as the legend runs, If Christmas comea 
during the waning of the moon we 
shall have a very good year, and the 
nearer to the full moon the better. 


Holland, perhaps, has the prettiest 
custom of all nations for the Christ- 
mas 
festival. 
On 
the 
night 
before 
Christmas In commemoration of tho 
star of the easi. the young raen of 
their 
towns 
assemble 
and 
carry 
through 
the 
dark 
streets 
a 
large, 
bright star; all the people'go out to 
greet and give to the bearers of this 
"star of Bethlehem," as ft Is called, 
alms for tlie poor. 


Seven days before their New Year, 
the Chinese worship the Kitchen God 
by preparing dishes of candy and vari- 
ous sweets with which they smear bis 
moutji. Later they burn him amid the 
firing off of crackers, the deity being 
sent up In a chariot of smoke and fire 
to a conference with the king of the 
celestial regions. The idea of smear- 
ing his mouth with sweets is that he 
may 
not 
say 
anything 
but 
honey- 
ed words, or that his lips may sück 
together and so prevent hli? talking 
too much^ 


The Kitchen God, according to story, 
had been Jil treated by his brother and 
slster-ln-law, who were very rich and 
had many servants, but allowed their 
brother to work with ihv? .servants and 
have dinner with them. Their cruaJty 
developed day after day. unü! at last 
they treated him heavenly by sea^ng 
him in a sedan chair made of paper.
